At thelast session of the Lookout Moun- 
tain Bezircks Turnfest, held at Knoxville, 
Tennessee, the district headquarters of the 
Turnfest was located at Atlanta, and the 
mext turnfest and convention will be held in 
Atlanta in May, 1874. At the Tarnfest Mr. 
L A. Gratz, of Knoxviile, delivered the fol- 
lowing address, giving the origin, history and 
exposition of the objects and aimsof the 
order : 

Turners, Ladies and Gentlemen : 
Having been selected to address you on 


this occasion by the too partial favor of the. 


sommittee, I undertake to perform this task 
with many misgivings as to my ability to 
afford you either pleasure or instruetion. 

Our Brotherhood, extending as it does not 
only over all of Europe and North America, 
but also to South America, Australia, and 
Asia, to every portion of the earth where the 
German tongue 1s spoken, even though there 
are but few of the sturdy sons of Germany 
so in a community, has, of course, 
an t, a motive. . 

No secret ceremonies are observed in ad- 
mitting members; no sacred oaths bind us for 
better or worse, for life till death, ia close 
communion. 

These aims, these objects and motives, so 
weil known and felt by every true Turner, 
may not be so well understood by the com- 
munity at large, and hence [-think it but 
right and proper to publish them, so that we 
may find tnat ready sympathy which we but 
jastly deserve, and strengthen the friendship 
of those who already ——— our efforts. 
Then what is it that brings together the 
atrong and the weak, the oldand the young, 
the high and the low, the rich and poor, 
and united them by the strong ties of civil 
brotberheod. It is but a little word, but 
freighted down by most important conse- 
quences and results. 

IT IS THE DESIRE FOR LIBERTY! - 


Hot liberty, meaning freedom from ail re- 
straints, the right to do as might could con- 
quer, but enlighted liberty, bounded and 
Dalanced by salutory and progressive laws— 
Jaws made for the greatest good of the gov- 
erned, and not for the benefit and gratifica- 
tion of those who govern. 

This is the great ulterior object which we 
atrive for—the tie that binds us closely to- 
gether, the foundation upon which we have 
built our structure. 

uf course there are various means by which 
we seek to accomplish our purpose. There 
are, of necessity, different paths which our 
brotbers are Compeiled to travel. In mon- 
archical Europe the road jis rough, obstructed 
by many obstacles, but thank Heaven they

It is always interesting and instructive to 
watch the slow but certain growth of civili-

THE PAST. 


iam not capable of addressing you upon 
the practical sphere of Turner associations to 
explain the various and interesting gymnas- 
tic, exercises-taught.and practiced by all ac- 
tive members of our societies, nor can I do 
more than in a;passing glance‘at the close 
eommunion between body and mind, and 
extall, as so often has been done, upon the fun- 
damental maxim of all Turners, “a healthy 
mind inhabits a healthy body.” 

Bodily or gymnastic exercises have been 

j and recognized as healthful and 
mece for every citilzen by the ancient 
Romans and Greek. In fact some kind of 
symnastic was practiced evea by the oldest 
mations of the earth. 

From the Island of Creta, where these ex- 
ercises according to the most ancient authen- 
tc authorities, were practiced according to 
eertain rules and with something of system 
they were introduced in Sparta and shortly 
afterwards in Athens. Here they lost the 
maore coarse and brutal features and were 
cultivated as an art. Beautiful buildings 
were built all over Greece. Athens alone 
comaining five. In these various exercises 
were thought divided into three classes. 1. 
The warlike, teaching the art of attack and 
defence. 2. The diathetic, calculated to 
strengthen the body with its muscles and to 
preserve, and thirdly at the time the most 
prized the athletic claiming its superiority 
hecause it gave toe participants an opportu- 
mity of making public exhibition of their su- 
perior prowess. Very soon branches to cul- 
tavate the mind as well as the body were 
added and the most prominent philosophers 
ofithat‘age asiPlato, Arissotles and others be- 
@ame teachers therein. The Olympic plays 
@ate from that period and they resemble to 
some extent our present Turner feats or Tur- 
mez celebrations. 

The Romans were far behind the Greek 
im these various practices. The Colliseum 
ef Rome was the only building of promi- 
mence, which was used for that purpose. 
@ur ancestors, the old Germans, practiced 
the arts of gymnastic only so far as to pre- 
pare the men for warriors. 

But, as before stated, I am not capable of 
detailing the practical operation of the gym- 
mastic branch of our societies and their or-

ed in quenching 
in the once proud hearts of the descendants 
of Frederick the Great. A black’ pall had 
spread over the country, no where the slight- 
eat scent could be seen, giving hope and prom- 
ises of a brighter prospect beyond. All of 
Prussia was in mourning, weeping not only 
over the. loss of its dead sons who had fallen 
in battle, but lamenting the loss of a atill 
dearer treasure,German honor! It was then 
that Frederick, Lydwig Jahn, our Father 
Jahn, imbued with prophetic wisdom his 
heart full of glowing patriotism, hopeful 
but patient, started what mizht, at first 
seem of but little insignifi the 
ret turner schcol, the first gymnasium on a 
heath near the city of Berlin. 

Gathering to it the youth of the country he 
instructed them in the various exercises cal- 
Culated to strengthen the body and develop 
its muscular and physical powers. 

But this great patriot counted upon 
another ul alley, the naturalization of 
this training. 
he well understood our maxim already 
alluded to, that a healthy body harbors a 
vigorous, healthy mind. Upon this he 
counted, and as the result proved with uner- 
ring certainty. As the chest of the young 
expanded, drinking in deep draughts of the 
pure air of nature, as the muscles developed 
tightening the skin under their powerful 

sure, as the life-blood coursed faster and 
otter through the veins, this mind shook off 
the gloom caused by the misfortunes of their 
Fatherland; the fresh buoyant spirit of 
youth quickened under the vigorous pulsa- 
tions of the healthy body. Exhausted and 
humiliated by the impulse of their healthy 
constitution they became men in patriotic 
ferver though but children in years. 

Soon these schools spread, inculcating 
by increased bodily vigor, the germ of pa- 
triotism in the breast of the young, and 
when at last in 1813 Prussia made one more 
effort to throw off the yoke of French op- 
pression, the pupils of Father Jahn—he in 
their midst, rushed to the fight. One grand 
imprise seemed to move them all. One par- 
ticular feeling beamed from every eye. One 
vow burned in every heart, to be the re- 
deemers of their Fatherland. It was no 
mere transitory enthusiasm, soon to disap- 
ae but thesacred fire of patrictism burning 

their hearts, and

The reign of Napoleon had drawn near its 
its end—his star had set. 

But the independent spirit of manhood, the 
thirst for. greater liberty, had become too 
firmly implanted in the hearts of these boys 
and men to remain slumbering in inactivity. 
The eye of the Government looked with dis- 
trust upon Jahn and his followers. It felt 
that ultimately this spirit, now only aroused 
for the liberation of the Fatherland, might 
fine food nearer home, and perceived that the 
government itself, based upon arbitrary and 
monarchical doctrines, could be improved by 
infusing a more progressive spirit by granting 
greater liberty to its people. Although after 
the war, Jahn was installed as a Teacher of 
Gymnastics in the public schools of the coun- 
oy when that science was made a part of 

ucation, yet alarmed at the probable con- 
sequences of these teachings, the Turn 
schools were by edict of the government 
abolished and its friends persecuted. But 
upon the founder, Father Jahn, fell the 
weight of this official displeasure with par- 
ticular severity. He was incarcerated and 
only after suffering for years innumerable 
hardships and privations, released. 

Be it because the government really regrets 
its harsh measures, or because public opinion, 
even in tongue-tied Germany, made it neces- 
sary? John was finally released, his schools 
were again established, their number in- 
creased, honors were heaped upon the man 
while living, and since his death (in 1852) a 
monument was erected to his memory on the 
10th day of August, 1872, in Berlin, upon the 
identical spot where he had built his first 
school in 1810, and a cabinet officer of the 
German Empire was present taking part in 
the ceremonies as the representative of 
royalty. 

During the persecution of Jahn and his 
followers, as well as the year 1843 when 
many 8 good patriot was banished from Ger- 
many On account of their participation in the 
effort for liberty, a great many of them fied 
to this country, seeking refuge from oppres- 
we. and making their homes in this land of 
iberty. 

Thus the first seeds were scattered in 
America. Turn-Vereins sprang into existence, 
and, in order to concentrate their efforts, 
districts were formed by States, or in accord- 
ance to the number several in one State, or 
several. States iffto one district, and those 
combined constitute the North American 
Turner Bund, or translated, the North 
American Turner Union. 

THE PRESENT, OUR OBJECTS IN DETAIL 
AND THE MEANS EMPLOYED. 


Looking at the results achieved by the 
Turner associations, but more particularly 
considering the firm hold our ideas and prin- 
ciples have obtained in the various parts of 
the civilized world, we have just cause to be 
proud of ourancestry and ourselves. — 

But the grandest achievement of Turner 
ideas and achievement works, the long hoped

—the greatest boon to us as Germans, the 
refreshing oasis in the desert of time, the 
proudest leaf in the history of the German 
States, isthe unity of Germany.

compl . And while I shail speak of the 
fohowing subjects with becoming delicacy 
and courtesy, yet it must be done frankly 
and freely: | 

I fear there are afew enthusiastic Germans, 
not Turner’, who think it proper to create as 
it were a second Germany in this country. 
Not a Germany in its political bearings, but 
Germanize American manners and costumes 
to correspond with those of the old country. 

My ideas upon this. subject can be of very 
little consequence to any one of you, but yet 
I shall take advantage of my position to-day 
and expose them. Every country has of 
necessity its own peculiarities. The situa- 
tion of the country, its resources, its society. 
its climate and many other causes combined 
to determine the characteristics of its people. 
We must bear this in mind and govern our 


conduct accordingly. 

We have in Germany a great many pecul- 
iarly German features which [think might 
with advantage be transplanted and assidi- 
a. cultivated by us in this country. © 

e have German sociability, German sim- 
plicity, German integrity, German liberality, 
sturdiness, industry, frugality, patriotism, and 
last, though not least, German honesty. | 

I believe it to be not only our duty to prac- 
tice and preserve these virtues, but to strive 
and infect our neighbors with the same quaii- 
vane where they are not already pos- 


I also believe it but right to practice and 
speak the German language, and to read it 
and digest the treasures of German literature. 
It is our duty to teach our children to know 
and speak the language of their fathers. 

But while this all should be done, it is not 
less our duty to — ourselves to America’s 
proper demands. e should acquaint our- 
selves fully with American politics, with na- 
tional questions, as well as those of States, 
with the English language, and with the 
American spirit of progress and advance- 
ment. 

We should honestly strive to recognize the 
many noble qualities of the American people 
—qualities which are fast making this coun- 
try the most blessed spot on earth; and we 
should emulate them. Our whole duty, in 
my Opinion, lies in a few words. 

e should cease to be Germanin America 
and become ericans. 

And you, my American friends, on the 
other hand, I some of you, not many 
I hope, mistake the German notions and ideas, 
I know it is the prevailing opinion among a 
class of Americans that the Germans are 
mostly Atheists, Sabbath breakerg an#op- 
posed to temperance. 

But you are vastly mistaken ; there are in 
Germany a8 well as America and for that in 
every country persons who believe them- 
selves so far advanced in wisdom, as to ignore 
the wisdom, aye, even the existence of a crea- 
tor. But such is by no means the condition 
of the German people either here or abroad, 
It is true the Germans here nearly as a elass 
abhor hypocrisy and its accompanying vices, 
They do not believe that a person can secret- 
ly and privately commit wrongs and excesses 
acd sanctify himself in pubiic opinion by 
picusly upturning his eyes and asa kind of 
panacea subscribe something towards a chari- 
table purpose. They do not believe it right 
to strengthen or support by legislation any 
particular sect to the corresponding neglect 
of another. 7 

They do not believe in socially ostracising 
any person or declaring him beyond the paie 
of society on account of his religious belief. 
They do not believe it right or even possible 
to enforce obedience to the mandates of reli- 
gion by legislation or any other forced méas. 
ures. They do not believe in the spirit of in- 
tolerance much less in rigid measures of amy 


kind to carry out some religious dogma, and } 


lastly they do not believe that religion is the 
first and the creator a secondary object. 

The temperance question as attempted to 
be enforced by enthusiastic though well 
meaning persous is another one of the issues 
in which the position of the German is en- 
tirely misunderstood. 

I am well aware that as to this topic there 
aremany ccoflicting views, and while we 
have no right to expect to enforce our par- 
ticularideas as controlling upon the minds 
of the people, we havea right to adhere 
to them and to demand that the ideas of 
others be not forced upon ua. 

The opposition of tne Germans as a clags, 
is not to temperance, but to what are com- 
monly called temperance laws. It isa well 
established fact that several States have en- 
acted the most rigorous laws in the cause of 
tempereance ; but so far as I have been able 
to learn, after some investigation of the sub- 
jects, these laws have never been able to stop 
the drinking of liquor. On _ the contrary it 
brought about a greater degree of demorali- 
zation. Many devices were invented and 
practiced to cheat the law, andin addition 
to drunkards we had cheats, liars, and de- 
ceivers. 

It is proverbial to associate lager beer with 
Germans. Well, yes, we do like lager beer, 
and I am inclined to believe that you or most 
of you of my American friends, having once 
tasted the bitter-sweet of that beverage, like 
it equally as well. But allow me tocall your 
attention to the German population of Knox- 
ville as a fair representative example of Ger- 
mans in other cities. 

How many drunkards are there of the 
Germans in this city? and if chance there 
should be one, I henestly believe it is because 
he has deserted King Gambrinus for King 
Alcohol. Have we not the right to expect 
a favorable verdict, if I say that, as a fe 
the Germans in your midst are sober, frugal, 
industrious and well-to-do? How many 
Germans are to-day in your workhouses, 
poorhouses, jails or penitentiaries of your 
State? How many are supported by. public 
charity? And yet we do like and drink 
lager beer; but my friends, we do it in mod- 
eration—knowing when to doit and when to 
stop. 

We do not think yon should prevent us by 
law irom drinking lager beer, because, for- 
sooth, a few men in the community cannot 
help getting drunk on whisky. You do not 
prohibit the keeping and raising of stock 
because there are horse thieves in the coun-

We favor immigration—not immigration 
brought about by the fraudulent representa- 
tions of irresponsible private enter 3 set 
ou foot to enrich the speculator and impover- 
ish the emigrant—but a liberal, honest 
effort on the part of the State to induce hon- 
est and sturdy men and women from any 
and everywhere to locate in these fields so

ment of Mrs. Walworth’s testimony, and 


maf wrote, which sent Frank Walworth on 


his fatal journey. 

Mrs Ellen Hardin Walworth was the next 
witness, and being sworn, said: I. am the 
mother of Frank L. Walworth ; was married 
to Mansfield Tracy Walworth in St. Peter’s 
Church Saratoga Springs, in 1852, on July 
29; in the summer of 1861 I ceased to live at 
Saratoga, and went to Kentucky, near Louis- 
ville, my brother Lemuel going with me, and 
all my children lived there with me; lived 
in. Kentucky three years without seeing 
him; he did not remain in Saratoga; when I 
went to Kentucky he promised to meet me 
there; where he went to I do not know; dur- 
ing the first winter he was in Washington, 
and afterwards in Saratoga; three years af- 
ter I first went to Kentucky my husband 
came to see me and remained about six 
weeks; in the December followingI next saw 
him in New York at a boarding house; I 
came to New York to find employment, but 
not succeeding went to Washington and se- 
cured an appointment under the Govern- 
ment; I then gathered my children around 
me, and put Frank at College at George- 
town;I was for eighteen monthsa Government 
clerk, during which time my husband was 
with his brother Clarence at Albany; when I 
was discharged, owing toa changé in politics, 
I went to toga to the family mansion 
and opened a boarding-house, and remained 
there until October, 1869, during a pom 
of which time my husband was with me, 
Frank being then in Louisville; at the urgent 
request of Mansfield Tracy Walworth, I came 
to New York to a house in Twenty-third 
street, all of my children being with me; on 
the 26th of January, 1871, the final separa- 
tion took place, since which time [ have not 
seen my husband; on the 8th of April, 1871, 
a decree of separation was pronounced, and 
July following the decree was modified to 
allow Mr. Waiworth to see his children once 
a month; afterwards I went to the old home- 
stead at Saratoga, and have remained there 
ever since with my children; Mr. Walworth 
addressed me by letter very frequently after 
our separation; afterI left him my youngest 
child was born, and, being delicate from its 
birth, died in January, 1872 ; Mr. Walworth 
never came near the house, and never saw 
his youngest child; I did not always receive 
his letters; for the first two or three months 
I did, but after that it was only occasionally 


also the last-letter in full that the murdered }, 


broken for several minutes
